It  has  been  our  experience  that  sometimes  a  variety 
will  do  poorly  in  some  soils  under  certain  climatic  conditions. 
We  will  willingly  replace  or  refund  for  any  unsatisfactory 
variety  purchased  from  us,  which  proved  unsatisfactory  also 
for  us.  As  we  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  errors  in 
growing,  droughts,  insects,  etc.,  conditions  beyond  our  control, 
goods  must  be  accepted  on  these  terms. 

We  have  shipped  out  many  plants  and  rooted  cuttings 
which  have  produced  wonderful  results.  Our  rooted  cuttings 
are  really  small  plants  which  have  been  grown  at  least  a 
week  in  soil.  We  believe  that  such  a  rooted  cutting  is  able 
to  stand  a  long  journey  and  be  transplanted  with  less  set 
back  than  a  large  plant,  unless  the  large  plant  has  a  corre¬ 
spondingly  large  ball  of  dirt. 

ROOTED  CUTTINGS  should  be  planted  in  four  inch 
pots,  and  placed  in  shaded  cold  frame  until  ready  to  be 
planted  out.  Ventilate  and  water  freely.  They  may  also  be 
planted  out  directly  into  the  field  in  the  following  manner; 
riant  the  cutting  in  a  hole  six  inches  deep,  using  soil  to 
which  a  small  amount  of  sand  has  been  added.  Place  a  one 
quart  jar  (muddied  on  the  inside)  over  the  plant.  The  jar 
may  be  removed  (preferably  on  a  cloudy  day),  when  the  plant 
has  grown  to  the  top  of  the  jar. 

All  plants  and  rooted  cuttings  should  be  planted  in  a  hole 
at  least  six  inches  deep  except  in  heavy  soil.  Care  should  be 
taken  that  too  much  soil  does  not  collect  around  the  plant 
and  smother  the  roots.  The  hole  may  be  filled  up  as  the 
plants  grow  and  the  roots  enlarge.

DAHLIAS 

The  following  varieties  have  produced  wonderful  flowers 
for  us.  It  has  been  our  experience  that  sometimes  a  variety 
will  do  poorly  in  some  soils  under  certain  climatic  conditions. 
We  will  willingly  replace  or  refund  for  any  unsatisfactory 
variety  purchased  from  us,  which  proved  unsatisfactory  also 
for  us.  As  we  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  errors  in 
growing,  droughts,  insects,  etc.,  conditions  beyond  our  control, 
goods  must  be  accepted  on  these  terms. 

We  have  shipped  out  many  plants  and  rooted  cuttings 
which  have  produced  wonderful  results.  Our  rooted  cuttings 
are  really  small  plants  which  have  been  grown  at  least  a 
week  in  soil.  We  believe  that  such  a  rooted  cutting  is  able 
to  stand  a  long  journey  and  be  transplanted  with  less  set 
back  than  a  large  plant,  unless  the  large  plant  has  a  corre¬ 
spondingly  large  ball  of  dirt. 

ROOTED  CUTTINGS  should  be  planted  in  four  inch 
pots,  and  placed  in  shaded  cold  frame  until  ready  to  be 
planted  out.  Ventilate  and  water  freely.  They  may  also  be 
planted  out  directly  into  the  field  in  the  following  manner; 
Riant  the  cutting  in  a  hole  six  inches  deep,  using  soil  to 
which  a  small  amount  of  sand  has  been  added.  Place  a  one 
quart  jar  (muddied  on  the  inside)  over  the  plant.  The  jar 
may  be  removed  (preferably  on  a  cloudy  day),  when  the  plant 
has  grown  to  the  top  of  the  jar. 

All  plants  and  rooted  cuttings  should  be  planted  in  a  hole 
at  least  six  inches  deep  except  in  heavy  soil.  Care  should  be 
taken  that  too  much  soil  does  not  collect  around  the  plant 
and  smother  the  roots.  The  hole  may  be  filled  up  as  the 
plants  grow  and  the  roots  enlarge.
